Coleman lost ' another of its 
pioneer citizens on Thursday last 
when the death occurred in a 
Vancouver hospital of (Mr. Hugh 
Dunlop sr., 67. Deceased had been 
in ill-health for some time and in 
July travelled to Vancouver to 
visit two members of his family 
who reside in the city. 

Born in Westville, N.S., he came 
west in early manhood.

Cafe came to an end with drama¬ 
tic siuddeness following the read¬ 
ing of a report from D. B. Menzies, 
provincial sanitary engineer, on 
the B.C. Cafe. The report cover¬ 
ed every part of the building and 
listed numerous reasons why it 
should be closed. Reports made in 
1937 by provincial sanitary In¬ 
spector Butterfield and by Dr. R. 
P. Boden were also read both de¬ 
ploring the sanitary condition of 
the cafe and recommending that 
it be closed. Since the town owns 
the building no hesitation was 
evidenced as a motion was made 
to close the premises. 

John Holyk was present and 
asked council to give favorable 
consideration towards building a 
concrete curb alongside his father’s 
residence. He stated cars parked 
in the avenue had on occasion 
backed into the building causing 
damage. The matter was left to 
the Works and Property commit¬ 
tee with power to act. 

A letter was received containing 
the cheering news that one of the 
town’s charges had been placed 
in another home and was no long¬ 
er a financial responsibility of 
the town.

BRIEFLY TOLD | 

The British government pays £127,- 
000,000 a year in food subsidies, in¬ 
cluding freight and war risk insur¬ 
ance. 

Germany’s hjige pre-war food re¬ 
serves are said to have dwindled 
critically, and the Reich is reported 
running into serious food troubles. 

Alaska’s sourdoughs are being or¬ 
ganized as fighting guerillas to de¬ 
fend their homeland. Gov. Ernest 
Gruening described the new organiza¬ 
tion as "a fighting, shooting” outfit. 

Lt.-Col. Beckles Willson, 73, author 
and journalist, died recently in Un¬ 
occupied France.

Six Months Sus¬ 
pended Sentence 

Smashed Three Plate Glass 

Windows in White Lunch Cafe; 

Hungarian Given Fine in 

Liquor Case. 

Appearing before Magistrate 
Gresh'am in police court on Tues¬ 
day evening a local young man 
pleaded guilty to the charge of 
being intoxicate dand doing wil¬ 
ful damage to the windows of the 
White Lunch cafe on Friday eve¬ 
ning, Sept. 25. 

An agreement had been reached 
out of court between the accused 
and the local Italian Society, who 
own the building, that the former 
would pay $150 at $15 per month 
to help pay the damage. 

In court Mr. P. Fontana told 
the Magistrate that $340 damage 
had been wrought. 

In sentencing the accused Ma¬ 
gistrate Gresham told him that it 
was in his power to give him five 
to seven years for the offence, but 
as he had agreed to make part 
restitution of the damage and that 
bath the Italian Society and Mr. 
Fiedler, proprietor of the White 
Lunch, had asked that leniency be 
shown he would give him six 
months suspended sentence.

Inspection of Home 
Canning b Arranged 

Inspection of home preserves 
will toe made toy local officials of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, and on the order of the 
Dominion sugar administrator, 
severest penalties will toe applied 
to those who are found 1 to have 
bought excessive sugar which they 
will not actually use in October, 
it was announced Monday. 

Extension of regulations for 
home canning is creating a short¬ 
age of sugar in western Canada, 
and if validity vouchers were 
extended further the entire ra¬ 
tioning plan would be upset. 

According to the board the main 
reasons for local shortages is the 
inability of refiners and beet 
sugar factories to obtain ade¬ 
quate labor for loading cars, and 
with excessive traffic on railroads, 
extra tim® is taken between load¬ 
ing and delivery. 

The government is endeavoring 
to make cane sugar available 
from Vancouver and the east to 
supplement supplies until the new 
ibeet crop starts. First deliveries 
from the beet crop cannot toe ex¬ 
pected .until the latter part of 
next .month, however. 

Refineries and factories have 
been requested to deliver their 
sugar equitably, and if they con¬ 
sider that any buyer is receiving 
excessive amounts they are order¬ 
ed to cut down that quantity. 

The Dominion government feels 
that the present rush is uniwar- 
ranted and that many persons are 
signing vouchers for canning 
sugar, tout are not using it far 
that purpose, therefore, home sup¬ 
plies will be inspected, starting 
immediately. 

Alberta Metab 

Full co-operation from Alberta 
was promised to Henry J. Kaiser, 
American shipbuilder, by Premier 
William Aberhart last week in 
connection with the proposed build¬ 
ing of 5,000 cargo airplanes. The 
plan has been approved toy the 
American authorities provided 
that Mr. Kaiser does not raid 
American mineral supplies for the 
supplies for the necessary metals. 
It was in connection with in¬ 
vestigating Alberta’s mineral 
wealth that Mr. Aberhart wired 
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(Mr. Kaiser. “Leading geologists,” 
he stated, “claim this is one of the 
richest mineral areas in the world 
today virtually untouched, contain¬ 
ing nickel, tungsten, lead, zinc, 
beryllium, uranium, copper, mica, 
tantalum, molybdenum.” 

Washington authorities claim 
that 5,000 super freighters could 
be completed in 30 months, pro¬ 
vided the necessary metals can be 
produced.

The Importance Of Health 

CANADIANS ARE CONSTANTLY reminded of the importance of the 
“home front” in this war. The gallant conduct of our sailors and airmen, 
hnd the heroism shown by our soldiers at Hong Kong and Dieppe, give us a 
great incentive to do all we can here in Canada, to match their effort to 
bring the war to a successful conclusion. Through c&ntributing generously 
to war savings, and paying increased taxes cheerfully, Canadians are doing 
their part in meeting the heavy financial obligations that the war has 
placed upon the country. There are, however, other important ways in 
which we must help to maintain the flow of 'supplies to our men in the 
services. The,increased tempo of life in wartime puts an addbd physical 
strain on workers both on the land and in factories, and makes the prob¬ 
lem of guarding the nation’s health, of great importance. 


Statistics On 
Tuberculosis 


In August, the Canadian Tuberculosis Association 
issued a report which stated that Canada had not 
been able to escape the effects of a world war on the 
problem of tuberculosis, and that there had been an 
increase in the death rate from this disease in the past year. The rate 
of the increase has been from 50.6 to 53.1 per 100,000 population. For the 
first time since statistics have been recorded, Saskatchewan did not main¬ 
tain its record of the lowest death rate in the Dominion from this disease. 
The death rate in Saskatchewan increased in 1941 from 25.2 to 32.2; while 
Ontario showed a rate of 29.2. In 1940, Ontario’s rate was 26.7 per 100,000. 
Manitoba’s rate in 1941 was 45.4. In Alberta the rate was 41.6 and in British 
Columbia 64.8. This is the first appreciable increase in the past fifteen years, 
the report stated, and Dr. -G. J. Wherrett, executive secretary of the asso¬ 
ciation, warned that “disease can be as serious in its casualties as bullets 
and can also be the arch saboteur on the production line." In Canada, the 
actual number of deaths from tuberculosis in 1941 was 6,057, while in 1940, 
it was 5.790.

All 
public support should be given to any measures taken in the interest of 
the maintainence of a high standard of health among those who are work¬ 
ing to sustain our war effort both at home and abroad.

Reported Missing 

Worry About Assignment Of Pay 
And Allowances 

The wives of some of the men re¬ 
ported missing in recent actions have 
had their natural anxiety for the 
safety of their husbands increased by 
worry about the amount of assigned 
pay and allowances which they will 
now receive. In response to inquiries, 
the authorities indicate that this is 
what is done in such cases; 

In general, assigned pay and al¬ 
lowances for dependents of men re¬ 
ported missing are continued until in¬ 
vestigations can be completed to de¬ 
termine as nearly as possible whether 
the missing person is a prisoner of war 
or “presumed dead”. If the Defence 
Department finds that the missing 
man is a prisoner of war, full 
amounts of assigned pay and allow¬ 
ances are continued. 

If no trace of the man can be 
found in enemy prison camps, the 
department for statistical purposes 
classifies the casualty as “presumed 
dead". The period of this investiga¬ 
tion varies in the different services 
and circumstances under which the 
casualty occcurred. 

When the serviceman is listed as 
“presumed dead” the dependents are 
transferred to the care of the De¬ 
partment of Pensions and National 
Health. A representative of this de¬ 
partment then calls upon the depend¬ 
ent and outlines the circumstances 
of the case. Subsequent payments 
come from the pension fund.—Winni¬ 
peg Tribune.
